wards struck the man with his fist in the mouth and knocked out his 
front teeth _JS"or having a firearm he says that he was arrested, but 
that he stated his case to the Justice of the Peace there, who allowed 
him to go on his own recognizance until this morning, when he prom- 
ised to go back and make his statement against the pair good

Small says that he had a happy home in Oregon until his wife 


was lured away by the blandishments of another. She also deeded 
nway a one-fourth interest in his home, which she had some title to, 
and put it in such a shape that he is apt to lose it all1

wife's flight he says that he had nothing but vengeance to live for 
and though he never thought of killing the man he says that he want- 
ed to see them brought to justice and with this end in view he sought 
for a clue as to their whereabouts

would hear of them being at some place, or persons answering their 
description, and go there only to find that they had gone somewhere 
else 
From one place he went to another with but one object m view

When at his work driving along the streets he kept his eyes open for 
the familiar figure that had become so impressed upon his mind that 
he often imagined he saw her and would go blocks out of his way 
only to find that he had been following some one beanng little re- 
semblance to her 


FOUND RECREANT WIFE 


One day while driving his team here in Oakland he thought he 


saw her, he caught only a half glimpse of her face, but before he 
could leave his horses and go after her she had disappeared 
He, 


however, asked in the store where he saw her and was told that she 
lived at Point Richmond. Stirred with the feeling that his quest was 
nearly at an end he did not work yesterday, but went to Point Rich- 
mond, and after considerable inquiry he located the pair and then 
getting an officer to accompany him he went up to the door and 
knocking was face to face with the man and woman whom he had 
followed for weeks, months and years.

and reads in part as follows: 


THE RESOLUTION. 


"Upon motion of Commissioner Silver, duly seconded by Com

the Union Bank and Trust Company was guilty of conducting itt

a Board of Bank Commissioners,' and presenting" their duties em

a British man-of-war floats the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of Nelson's vl-'.tory 
over the combined fleets of France and 
Spain oft Cape Trafalgar is being cele- 
brated. 


On all the ships of the navy at a given 


hour llage were dipped while the bands 
played the dead march. 
Nelson's old 


flagship, the .Victory, still lying at Ports- 
mouth harbor, was decked from stem to 
stern with bunting and thousands of elec- 
tric lights were strung everywhere for the 
night illumination of the old battleship. 
It was proposed to illuminate the Nel- 
son monument on Trafalgar square here, 
but fearing the tremendous crush of peo- 
ple, 
with the accompanyling accidents, 
: he authorities would not sanction it. In 
icndon the day's celebration began by 
the hoisting of national flags on the 
kelson column. 
Immense crowds assembled and when 
kelson's famous signal, "England ex- 
pects this day that every man shall do j 
lis duty," was unfurled, a mighty cheer 
went up. 


MANY CELEBRATE. 


The day was cold and threatening, but 
this did not deter the people from com- 
,ng out to participate In the nation s 
holiday. 
Trafalgar 
square, which was 
elaborately decorated, was naturally tho 
center to which all converged and much 
nterest was manifested In the thousands 
of wreaths from the colonies, provinces 
and various cities of the empire, which 
were piled In immense masses at the 
5ase of the Nelson column. Among the 
loral tributes occupying the more promi- 
nent positions was a wreath inscribed: 
"To the memory of the gallant dead of 
France and Spain who lost their lives in 
the great conflict." 
The column itself -was covered 
:aurels, streamers stretching from 
top of tha statue to the base. 
The boya of the naval brigade arrived 
at the scene from Portsmouth during tho 
morning and, after saluting the column 
jy presenting arms, placed on it a wreath 
from Admiral Togo. 
Services, which were largely attended, 
were held simultaneously fa St. Paul's 
-athedral, where Nelson is burled, and 
In other churches. 
The Navy League took charge 61 the 
celebiation In the afternoon, and besides 
the services at Trafalgar square, similar 
ceremonies were held simultaneously un- 
der the league's auspices throughout the 
country, consisting of special prayers and 
the singing of Kipling's "Recessional" 
and the national anthem. 
In Trafalgar 
square the national anthem was played 
by massed bands .while the crowds, which 
filled even' corner of the 
big space, 
joined In the singing. 


TOMORROW'S SERVICES. 


Tomorrow services will be held in all 
the churches, those at St. Paul's Cathed- 
ral being of an official nature, and will

• The case of the People -versus Peter 
Newhouse, the garage man who was 
found guilty of' battery on llarcelllno S. 
Manezes, an old Portuguese farmer of 
San Leandro, came up iu Judge Geary's 
court this morning for sentence to be 
pronounced on the defendnat. But sen- 
tence was not pronounced. 


At the request of Henry L. Corson, at- 
torney for the defendant, and. with the 
consent of Judge Gibson, the complain- 
ant's personal counsel, who appeared for 
the People' In the case, time for sentence 
was postponed to Tuesday morning at 10 
o'clock. 
At the hearing on Thursday, when the 
testimony for the'defense was presented, 
the handsome young ladies who had ac- 
companied Newhouse on his jaunt, ap- 
peared as the only witnesses for the de- 
fense besides himself.' 
There -aiere three, of them, and they 
appeared »i the role of ladies of mys- 
tery. In Answer to the questioning of the 
Court tbfey disclosed that their names 
were Arguello and Castro, and that they 
belonged to the high patrician families of 
the past In San Francisco, but further 
than that, as to their residence by street 
and number, they -would say. nothing.

last night.

ELABORATE LUNCHEON. 


Before leaving the review stand the 


President will deliver an address. He 
will then be carried off to the rooms 
of the Board of Trade for an elaborate 
luncheon. This over, a drive through 
the city will be executed: 
Incidents 


of the drive will be a review of the 
grammar school children and an ad- 
dress to the pupils of the Florida Col- 
ored Baptist Academy and to colored 
people generally. St. Augustine, where 
•the President will spend Sunday, will 
be reached at six o'clock tonight. 


AT 
JACKSONVILLE. 


JACKSONVILLE. 'Flo., Oct. 21.—The 


Presidential party 
arrived at

ands of cheering people had gathered 
at the depot, a special reception com- 
mittee of one hundred citizens lined 
.up, making the passageway through 
•the depot to the street, where carriag- 
es were in -waiting. 


There were no formal exercises at 


the depot and as soon as the President 
and his party were seated In carriages, 
Oenoral Lovell, the grand marshal, or- 
dered the 
First 
Florida 
regiment, 


•which acted as the escort, to march, 
and an Imposing parade began. 


The vehicle which the President oc- 


cupied was the finest landau in the 
city drawn by a magnificent pair of

these men stand just as the 


stragglers and laggards stand who are 
ever to bo found in the rear of even 
victorious army. 
The veterans of the 


Civil "War who are here present wii 
tell you that the very rear of the army 
even when It is victorious, Is apt to look 
and behave as If the victor}' were defeat 
And Just the same thing is true in any 
great enterprlsa In civil life; there aro 
always weaklings who get trampled down 
or lose heart, and there are always peo- 
ple who listen to their complaints. The> 
amount to nothing one way or the other 
so far as achieving results Is concerned 
and their complaints and outcries need 
never detain us. 


MATTER OF HEALTH. 


"I call your attention specifically to th 


matter of health on the Isthmus. 
The 


climate was supposed to be deadly, and 
yellow fever, especially was supposed to 
be epidemic. Tet since we have assumet 
control there has been far less yellow 
fever than In our own country. The ad' 
ministration is steadily becoming bette- 
and more effective, from the hygienic as 
well as from every other standpoint. 


"The 
work of building the canal Is a 
great American work, in which the whole 
American people are interested; It has 
nothing to do with parties or partisan- 
ship, and is being carried on with ab- 
solute disregard to all merely political 
considerations; with regard only to ef- 
ficiency, honesty and economy.

If ever we should have to In- 
terfere in the affairs of any of our neigh- 
bors It would only bo when we found tt 
impossible longer to refrain from doing1 
so without 
serious damage

and even In such case it would only be 
with the sincere and effective purpose to 
make our Interference beneficial to the 
peoples concerned.

"Here in Florida, the first of the 


Gulf States which I have visited upon 
this trip, I wish to say a special word 
about the Panama Canal. I believe that 
the canal will be of great benefit to all 
me I.CLLICI.I. 
= 


of the South Atlantic, the Gulf and tha 
Pacific Slope. 
"When completed, 
the 


canal will stand as a monument to this 
nation; for It will be the greatest engi- 
neering feat ever accomplished In the 
world. 
' 


"It will be a good thing for the world 


as a whole, and for the people of the 
Isthmus, and of the northern portions 
of South America In particular. 
Be- 


cause of our especial Interest in it, and 
because of the position we occupy on 
this hemisphere, it Is a matter of spe- 
cial pride to us that our nation, the 
American nation, should have uiyjer- 
token the performance of this world 
duty. 


"A body of the most eminent engi- 


neers In the world, both Americans and 
foreigners, has been summoned to ad- 
vise as to the exact type of canal which 
should be built. At no distant date I 
hope to be able to announce what their 
advloe Is, and also the action taken 
upon their advice. Meanwhile the work 
Is already well under way, and has ad- 
vanced suflclently far to enable me 
to announce with certainty that It can 
surely be accomplished, and probably 
at rather less expense than was antici- 
pated. 


"But upon the last point, as well as 


upon the Question of time, no positive 
statement can be made until the re- 
port of the committee of engineers as 
to the exact type of canal has been 
received. The work Is as difficult as It 


' Is Important; and It is, of course, inev- 


itable that from time to time difficul- 
ties will occur and checks be encoun- 
tered.- 


"Whenever such is the cose the men 


of- little faith at home will lose that 
faith, and the critics 
who 
confound 


hysteria with emphasis will act after 
their kind. But our people as a whole 
possess not only, faith, but resolution, 


fit to them. In the last resort, and only 
in the last resort, It may occasionally be 
necessary to interfere by exercising what 
is 
virtually 
an 
International 
police 
power, it only to 
avoid 
seeing 
some 
European power forced to exercise it. 
In short, while we must interfere always 
cautiously, and never wantonly, yet, on 
rare occasions, where the need is great, 
1C may be necessary to interfere, unless 
we are willing to confess ourselves too 
feeble for the task we have undertaken, 
and to avow that we are willing to sur- 
render It into stronger hands, and for 
such confession and avowal I know my 
countrymen too well to believe that they 
will ever make."

We have taken possession of the Philippines without asking 


the consent of the inhabitants, we are governing them.'agairist their 
sMH, and are taxing them without representation. We have estab- 
lished a code of laws for their government to which they have never 
' assented, and in doing so we have denied them the safeguards 
which the Federal Constitution throws around the individual citi- 
zen of the Republic. Moreover, we have taken the position that 
this nation, conceived in liberty and dedicated to the principle of 
local self-government, had the moral righ-c to purchase the right 6! 
conquest over a subject people from another nation. 


Mr. Cockran has at no time receded from the belief that this

It took this genial gentleman a long time to learn how to

Two or three at least, 
oh either side is the limit. Then, the lemon juice is squeezed itt, 
and the rare, never-to-be-forgotten morsels passed about the table.

DENVER, October 21—The proposition 


to amalgamate the National Livestock 
Association and 
the American 
StocK 


Growers' Association on 
a basis that 


would also dispose of the much-mooted 
question of representation of the pack- 
ing, 
railroad and commission house in- 


terests, was taken up at a joint confer- 
ence of the executive committees of the 
two organizations at the Brown Palace 
Hotel yesterday. A plan outlined by a 
sub-committee was voted down after a 
somewhat extended discussion and the 
sub-committee instructed 'to make an- 
other effort to formulate a plan that 
would be acceptable to all Interests. The 
sub-committee will report again today. 
The report which was defeated yesterday, 
recommended' that the 
name National 


Livestock Association be changed to Na- 
tional Livestock Committee, consisting 
of representatives of the producers of 
livestock. 


This committee would In turn appoint 


committees on railroads, packing houses, 
commission houses, etc.. which would 
give those Interests a representation and 
a right to be heard whenever they felt 
the need of expression. The report rec- 
ommended that the American stockgrow- 
ers become known as the American Cat- 
tle Growers' Association, with a mem- 
bership consisting of cattle, horse and 
swine growers. The sheep men, the re- 
port suggested, should affiliate with the 
American Wool Growers' Association

NEW YORK! THE SUNDAY CONCERT 


BY HENRY KIRK 


NEW YORK. October 14, "OS.—There is a law in this 


city of New York forbidding theatrical performances on 
Sunday. I don't know who originated it, nor the exact 
spirit prompting it, but for the benefit of those outside this 
pale it la well to etat« that rural legialaors make many of the 
laws governing Manhattan Island. 
The farmers of the 


State do many odd things, as very many that you read 
every now and then something in the papers advocating 
separate government for the metropolis. But whatever the 
whole thing may be about and whether Reuben is really 
the power behind or not, the fact stands out that they do 
try to regulate morals by law in New York. There must 
be a dab of Puritanism in it somewhere, a tiny dab that 
isnt dead yet So the law was passed prohibiting theatrical 
performances—no more plays, no more desecrating the Sab- 
bath. But New York is full of people, most of them howl- 
Ing to be amused Sunday as well as Monday, and the sec- 
ond best night in the week is an item to the manager. Out 
of this situation came the Sunday night concert, now one of 
the institutions of the city. It was first called a sacred 
concert, but the program was purely secular, a regular vau- 
deville performance, with certain concessions to the law 
such as not lowering the curtain, nor changing the scenes. 
I had never .been to one of these affairs. The idea didn't 
appeal to me, not so much from my orthodox ideas aa from 
the hybred nature of the show itself. I imagined it some- 
what uncanny, though at some of the houses the bills were 
specially good, the past season in particular. So I stayed 
awav unm last Sunday, when I fell from whatever grace 
ttmight have had in avoiding them. 
*^ I went to one of the way up town music halls, one of 
new ones opened this season. When I got inside, the regu- 
lar drop was lowered. The program seemed a little queer, 
simply a list of the performers—no adjectives, no "premier 


equalibriasts," no "European grotesques," no "musical 
comedy stars," no "peerless soubrette" Just lines of names 
some of which I recognized, others I had never seen before. 
On the first page it simply stated "Sunday concert; the sacr- 
ed was omitted. I remembered then the term was becom- 
ing obsolute, but still the law was the same. The orchestra 
came in, tuned up and banged into a popular medley, banged 
away from a plain chant in even the jayest hymn you would 
imagine. Then the curtain went up, displaying a regulation 
garden drop. The music started and in rushed a colored 
couple, the man in a gray long coat and the woman in a 
very long-trained gown of black lace, huge hat and a heavi- 
ly decorated opera cloak, also ping stockings. They shout- 
ed something, only i.eaven knew about what, then the wo- 
man rushes off leaving tl _ gentleman friend to dance a 
bit more.

FREIGHT RATES. 


Mayor Mott President of the Council 


Fitzgerald Councllmen Pendleton Altken, 
McAdam. Meese, Thurflton and Hahn and 
the representatives of the Pacific In- 
cinerating Company met last night to 
discuss the garbage question. The par- 
ticular feature that received the most at- 
tention was the proposal of the city to 
purchase the crematory from the Incin- 
erating Company, and henceforth allow 
the municipality to deal directly with the 
people 


Heretofore there has been the objection 


that the city had no right to engage In 
the garbage busjlness. Mayor Mott waa 
of tha opinion that from a recent decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court that a city had 
a right to engage In the- business of 
burning waste matter and garbage 
President Lilly of the Incinerating com- 
pany and Attorney Black were present. 
They did not express themseUes as op- 
posed to the city bu>lng the garbage 
plant, but stated that they thought it 
would be best for ell parties concerned 
If the City Council would pass the ordi- 
nance now before It authorizing the 
scavengers to collect the refuse and the 
Inoineratiig Company to burn the same. 
The ordinance at the present time has 
been passed to print, but has not been 
finally passed, 
The City Council at its last meeting, 
at the request of the Mayor, allowed the 
matter of final passage to go over for two 
weeks so that the project of the city 
buying the garbage plant could ba gone 
into. 
The general opinion of those present 
was the Council should proceed with the 
passage of the piesent ordinance and af- 
terward take up with the proposition of 
municipal ownership. 


WEST OAKLAND PARK. 


While the city fathers and the Mayor 
were discussing the garbage question 
President Fitzgerald thought it an oppor- 
tune time to refer to the necessity of Im- 
proving the vicinity of the 
Sixteenth 
street depot 
The city o^ns a strip of 
land there between Campbell and Willow 
btreeta. which has lain unattractive slnco 
the city acquired it 
The eyes of all 
tourists rests on this unadorned strip on 
entering Oakland and It Is ten chances to 
one that the traveler passes on with the 
idea that Oakland Instead of being the 
beautiful city It Is, that It is a "one-horse 
town." 
By making the clt>'s property into a 
park and by planting a line of trees along 
the railroad track from Emeryville to the 
Sixteenth street depot, the dreary effect 
of one on entering Oakland now will be 
done away with 
The Councllmen present 
favored the 
improvement and it Is probable that their 
ideas will be embodied in an ordinance to 
be presented to the Council at its next 
meeting.

"I believe now that the Federal Gov-

Further than that, admis- 


sion to statehood would unsettle the 
conditions there. Capital is not going 
In there while political conditions are 
In a transitory stage, and 
with 


chance that there will be a change In 
the administration within the 
next 


year or two, or even three years. What 
the country needs out there Is this set- 
tled condition for a few years at least. 
How many years, I should not venture 
to predict, though within the next five 
years, unless something unforseen hap- 
pens, both of those territories shall 
have made monstrous strides. 


"Another thing I am Impressed with 


is the -utter impracticability of making 
a single commonwealth of those two 
large territories. 


"I can assure you that no move will

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Betting Men Are Given 


Odds in Favor of 


Mayor Schmitz. 


Some Figures on the 
Voting at Election 


Across Bay. 


SAlsT FEANCISCO, October 20.—There is no longer any 


doubt that the gamblers who bet on elections expect that Schmitz 
will -win over Partridge The odds offered in favor of Schmitz 
are easily ten to seven Perhaps a few bets have been made at 
ten to six. This is evidence enough of what the gamblers think 
of the present campaign. 


I don't know that the gamblers are particularly wise in pol- 


itics. Naturally they rub up against the people of the tender- 
loin and the redlight district of our city, and if anyone were to 
take a pool among these people there is no possible doubt that 
Schmitz: would win with an overwhelming majority. But if you 


A were to go into the clubs the majority for Partridge would be 
v. just as overwhelming, though, perhaps, not quite as large as the 


extreme partisans of the fusion candidate think it would be. So, 
if the clubmen were making the bets in the poolrooms and at 


, the cigar stores, the} naturally would make Partridge a red-hot 


favorite 
But as the gamblers are shaping the odds they natur- 


ally shape them to fit the information of their surroundings.

Of course all sorts of men are making all sorts of figures on 


the possibility of the result 
An extremist can make almost any 


land of a calculation Euef has gaicl that Schmitz will win by 
12,000. But that is Euef's way. He always throws out his 
chest and assumes an air of confidence altogether beyond the 
probabilities 
The Mayor himself expects to win by a very 


large majority Arthur Fisk and the extreme partisans of Part- 
ridge can gn e you figures to show that the fusionist candidate 
is dead sure of an election 


But the most cunning figures that I have seen at all are 


offered by a man who studies elections in the hope of getting 
down a few thousand dollars on a bet that will be as near a cer- 
tainty as any bet can be This man has gone into the doctrine 


I 
of probabilities and percentages very closely Personalty he 
feels certa'm that Schmitz will win. And he offers figures and 
an argument to prove his belief. 


After considerable work he has estimated the total vote at 


73,675 
Then he has gone on to show that Qrocker did not in- 


crease in 1903 the Eepublican vote cast for Wells in 1901, and 
that Lane received just a few less votes than did Tobm 
So he 


argues that the percentage of the increase in the vote this year 
would be about the same if we had a Republican candidate, a 
Democratic candidate and Schmitz. Figuring on this normal 
percentage of increase he would give Crocker this year 24,149 
votes, Lane 15,492 votes and Sehmitz 32,081, thus dividing up 
our increase of something over 17,000 in registration. 


Of course if you w ere to add the Crocker vote and the-Lane 


vote Schmitz would be very badly defeated. But no dreamer 
expects that all the men who voted for Lane and all the men who 
voted for Crocker will this year vote for Partridge 
But if we 


figure that all the men who voted for Crocker and all the men 
who w ould hai e voted for him under the normal increase in vote 
will vote for Partridge this year, the fusion candidate would 
normall; receive his 24,149 votes 
Schmitz would receive his 


32,081 votes 
So the result will depend on where the Lane vote 


of 15,492 will go 
That leaves a very wide margin for conjec- 


ture. 


The Lane vote was made up of Reform Republicans and 


what we may call the Democrats of the old school, with a large 
body of printers and some laboring men who had faithfully fol- 
lowed Lane's standard when he was a candidate for Governor. 
The Reform Republicans of Ms following will vote for Part- 
ridge 
Most of the "Southern gentlemen" Democrats will do 


the same, though their ranks are far from being unbroken. 
Practically all the printers and labor men who followed Lane 
two years ago will this year vote for Schmitz. A large propor- 


tion of what we call the "Horse and Carts" Democracy mil 
also go to Schmitz 
So there is a good deal of guess work as to 


just the proportions in which our "Lane vote" will split up. 


If we say that that Lane vote would split on the proportion 


of 80 per cent for Partridge and 20 per cent for Schmitz, the 
calculation would elect Partridge. He would receive the 24,149 
votes that we have said would have been cast for Crocker this 
year and about 12,400 of the Lane votes, giving him a total of 
36,550 or thereabouts. 
Schmitz, on the other hand, would re- 


ceive his 32,081 votes, and about 3,100 of the Lane votes under 
the 20 per cent calculation. This would give him a total of 35,- 
180, as against the 36,550 of Partridge. 


But if we calculate that the Lane vote would split in the 


proportion of 75 per cent for Partridge and 25 per cent for 
Schmitz, we will find that our calculations will re-elect the 
Mayor by a very narrow margin. He would receive his 32,081 
votes, which we may as well call 32,100 for the purposes of easy 
calculation, and about 3,875 votes as his 25 per cent proportion 
of the Lane vote. This would give him a total of 35,975 as 
against 35,775 for Partridge, made up of his 24,150 Crocker 
votes and 11,625 as his 75 per cent proportion of the Lane vote. 


Of course, if we split the Lane vote on the proportion of 70 


per cent for Partridge and 30 per cent for Schmitz, as our cal- 
culator does, we give the Mayor a somewhat larger majority, 
the figures being about 36,728 for Schmitz and 34,993 for Part- 
ridge. 


But with all this figuring, which leaves out of calculation 


altogether the Socialist "vote, it can be seen that the probabilities 
do not look very strongly one way or the other. On the face of 
the figures theie is no natural ten to seven bet. I should say, 
however, that these figures run more in favor of Schmitz than 
of Partridge. But it is a poor sort of Partridge supporter who 
cannot give you a tabulation that would convince almost any- 
body from the country that the fushion candidate is sure to win.

in which there is any life, is the struggle between Brandenstein 
and Langdon for District Attorney. Brandenstein is rich and 
evidently has put some money into the campaign. Langdon is 
Superintendent of Schools just now, has a wide acquaintance, 
and is naturally a vote-getter. My notion is that he used to 
practice law over in your county, but of this fact'I am not at all 
certain. In fact, neither Brandenstein nor Langdon has any 
position at the bar, and the best campaign joke about them runs 
something as follows:

In the matter of making the bets, there is a good deal that 


is not genuine. The betting is presumed to influence the ten- 
dcilom« vote 
That is a fluctuating vote. Naturally the men 


of that district must be with the winner. So if one side or the 
other can convince them by offering betting money that the 
probabilities all favor one candidate or the other, the men of 
the tenderloin, who live on favor, naturally will flock to the can- 
didate represented on the long end. Then, too, it is quite pos- 
sible that some of the supporters of Partridge who wish to place 
some large bets on his chances are eager to get the odds as long 
as possible. Consequently I do not know if any reliance should 
be placed on the betting odds. The fact remains, however, that 
the Schmitz men have thus far kept themselves on the long end 
of the betting and the argument. 


Some of the politicians are already beginning to look into 


next year's campaign "for Governor. 
They're saying that il 


Ruef should win out Schmitz he will put the Mayor forward at 
his gubernatorial candidate, and with him he will have a prac- 
tical certainty of capturing at least half of the district delega- 
tions in San Francisco. Then he might decide to turn ovei 
these delegations to J. O. (Black) Hayes of San Jose, who is hit 
friend, and who is an active candidate for the gubernatorial 
nomination. But if Sehmitz should be defeated it is hard ta 
see just where Euef could capture a large share of the Sat 
Francisco delegation, because Schmitz would then be a dead 
one and the name of Hayes would have no power to charm th« 
Labor Union districts. There are some who figure that 60 pei 
cent of the San Francisco delegation to the next State conven- 
tion will hinge on the result of tins municipal election.

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There is not very much stirring in Federal politics. Th<

science of certain low-class milk 
dealers. It is no exaggeration to 
say that three out of five samples 
of milk set aside there October 
days will quickly develop signs 
of something wrong. . A lady who 
recently lodged a complaint was 
answered by the complaint man 
of the company with the frank 
answer that he couldn't under- 
stand what made the milk act 
the way it did, for he had receiv- 
ed twenty similar complaints that 
same day. An hour or so later

nuisance and fully as terrifying 
in England as in America, and 
the wildly careering auto has 
been responsible for so many 
deaths in London of late that the 
newspapers have started an agi- 
tation for the suppression of^ie 
reckless chauffeur. 
In France 


there is a growing public senti- 
ment against the auto maniac and 
demands are being made for more 
stringent laws for the regula- 
tion of speed. 
In this country, 


the auto driver is fully as indig- 
nant as the pedestrians and oth- 
ers who complain of his viola- 
tion of speed ordinances. In New 
York, where five persons were 
killed in the streets by motor 
cars in one week, a publication 
devoted to the automobile In- 
dustry complained of the neglfi 
gence of pedestrians. The editor 
asserted that it was the victims' 
own fault when they were run 
over, and added that the slaught- 
er would continue as long as pe- 
destrians die not "take the ordin- 
ary precautions of looking to see 
if an auto is coming before they 
attempt to cross the street." He 
desires it to be understood that 
"the streets are for vehicles." 
Motorists and victims of the mot- . 
or car seem to be equally intem- 
perate in discussing the subject 
of automobiling. The editor of ^ 
the automobile publication writes '*4» 
as though he suspected that ene- 
mies of the 
"benzine buggy" 


were trying to get run over just, 
to give the automobile a bad rep-J
